JOHN H. STROGER, JR., President, Cook County Board of Commissioners 

requesting authorization to accept a grant award in the amount of $1,699,800.00 representing the initial 
portion of the Federal Fiscal Year 2003 Urban Area Security Initiative. These funds originate with the 
United States Department of Homeland Security/Office of Domestic Preparedness and flow through the 
Illinois Emergency Management Agency. 
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These funds will provide for the first phase of development and installation of a state-of-the-art 
interoperable wireless communication system to be used by emergency responders throughout Cook 
County. T his Interoperable Communication System will be developed, installed and operated under the 
auspices of the Bureau of Information Technology and Automation and must be expended by July 31, 
2005.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENTS TO THE LONGTIME HOMEOWNER 
EXEMPTION ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of government and hereby amends the Longtime 
Homeowner Exemption Ordinance dated June 5, 2001; and 

WHEREAS, many longtime homeowners in gentrifying areas face the threat of being forced to sell their 
property due to the exponential increase of their property taxes; and 

WHEREAS, in recognition of the severe economic circumstances many longtime homeowners have 
faced, the Illinois Legislature passed Public Act 88-451, the Longtime Owner-Occupant Tax Relief Act 
(35 ILCS 250, et. Seq.), in August, 1993; and 

WHEREAS, on July 24, 1998, the Illinois Legislature passed Public Act 90-0648, amending the 
Longtime Owner-Occupant Property Tax Relief Act to require the participation of the City of Chicago 
and the Board of Education; and 

WHEREAS, on June 5, 2001, the Cook County Board of Commissioners passed the Longtime 
Homeowner Exemption Ordinancet and 

WHEREAS, counties, having a population of 100,000 or more, are authorized to enact an ordinance, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Act, that provides for property tax relief; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act, as a county with a population of more than 100,000, Cook County is 
authorized to enact an ordinance to provide tax relief to longtime homeowners within the County that may 
be eligible under the provisions set forth in the Act; and 

WHEREAS, as a matter of public policy, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has the authority 
and responsibility to enact property tax relief provisions that will enable eligible longtime homeowners to 
remain in financially secure possession of their homes. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the President and the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County the following: 

TITLE OF ORDINANCE: Amendment to the Longtime Homeowner Exemption Ordinance. The 
Ordinance, adopted June 5, 2001 is amended as follows: 

An Ordinance creating the Homeowner Exemption for Long-term Properties (“H.E.L.P.”) Program to 
provide property tax relief to certain longtime homeowners in established neighborhoods, who are facing 
a dramatic rise in property taxes directly or indirectly attributable to gentrification. To be eligible, the 
longtime homeowner must own and reside in a Cook County Class 2 property for a minimum of ten 
years, or five years if the homeowner received assistance in the acquisition of property as part of a 
government or non-profit housing program. The Assessor shall verify potential eligible homeowners on 
an annual basis according to the eligibility criteria of the act and provide to the Cook County Clerk the 
information necessary to calculate the exemption in accordance with the provisions set forth in this 
Ordinance. The Cook County Clerk shall then remove the exempt value from the calculation of the 
property tax and the Cook County Treasurer shall state on the tax bill the amount of the tax saved by the 
exemption. 

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. This Ordinance shall be known and may be known and citied as 
“Longtime Homeowner Exemption Ordinance.” 

SECTION 2. PURPOSE. The intent of this Ordinance is to stabilize the effects of soaring property 
taxes for longtime homeowners who otherwise may be displaced from neighborhoods where 
gentrification is occurring. 

SECTION 3. DEFINITIONS. As used in this Ordinance: 

“Assessment District.” Cook County has a triennial reassessment cycle wherein one of the three districts 
within the county is reassessed each year. The three assessment districts are defined in the Illinois 
Property Tax Code (35 ILCS 200/9-220(B)). 

“AV.” Assessed Value as defined in the Cook County Real Property Assessment Classification 
Ordinance (Section 2, Class 2 and Section 3, Class 2). 

“Fair Market Value” (FMV). The value the Cook County Assessor places on each parcel of real estate. 
“Market Value.” The amount a property could sell for on the open market. 

“Average Assessment Increase.” A percentage calculated by taking the value of all potentially 
qualifying Class 2 properties within the assessment district and determining the percent difference 
between the current reassessment value and the prior year’s assessment value. 

“EAV.” Equalized Assessed Value. The assessed value multiplied by the equalization factor calculated 
by the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

“H.E.L.P.” Homeowner Exemption for Long-term Properties calculated as follows: that portion of 
the current EAV for an eligible property which exceeds the sum of: (1) EAV for the year prior to 
reassessment; plus (2) prior year EAV multiplied by a factor equal to 150% of the average assessment 
increase for the most current reassessment of the assessment district. 

“Class 2 Properties.” Residential properties as defined in the Cook County Real Property Assessment 
Ordinance (Section 2, Class 2). 
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“Longtime Homeowners.” Persons who have owned and occupied a Cook County Class 2 property for 
ten years or more as their as their principal residence, or five years or more if the owner received 
assistance in the acquisition of the property as part of a government or non-profit housing program. 
“Longtime homeowners” also means persons who inherited the property from a spouse who owned and 
occupied a Class 2 property for ten years or more as their principal residence or five years or more if the 
owner received assistance in purchasing the residence from a government or non-profit housing program. 

“Triennial Reassessment.” Any reassessment of an assessment district, which occurs every third year as 
set forth in the Illinois Property Tax Code (35ILCS 200/9-220(B)). 

SECTION 4. ADMINISTRATION OF THE SAVE OUR HOMES TAX RELIEF PROGRAM. 

(A) The Cook County Assessor shall hav e th e authority to. 

(1) Administer the Homeowner Exemption for Long-term Properties (“H.E.L.P.”) program as 
created by the enactment of this Ordinance and the amendment of this Ordinance and 
determine those homeowners eligible for the Longtime Homeowners Exemption and apply 
the exemption on behalf of the eligible homeowners, transmitting all appropriate information 
to the Cook County Clerk. 

(2) Cr e at e app li cations for and d e t e rmin e pot e nt i a ll y - to e nd th e program - b ase d -o n e ligib ili ty 
cr ite r i a se t - forth in th is Ord i nanc e and : 


(B) The Cook County Clerk shall have the authority to compute tax rates and calculate tax bill amounts 
and to provide this information to the Cook County Treasurer to implement the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

(C) The Cook County Treasurer shall state on the tax bill the amount saved by the tax relief program. 

SECTION 5. ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA. 

The following criteria shall be used to verify' a longtime homeowner’s eligibility for the H.E.L.P program 
on an annual basis: 

1) Homeowner is an owner-occupant of a Cook County Class 2 property, and that property has 
been the homeowner’s principal residence for at least ten consecutive years as of January 1 of 
the reassessment year. A homeowner may become eligible for an exemption in a year 
subsequent to reassessment if a ten year consecutive residency has been established by 
January 1 of that year; or 

2) Homeowner is an owner-occupant of a Cook County Class 2 property, and that property has 
been the homeowner’s principal residence for at least five consecutive years, if the 
homeowner received assistance in the acquisition of the property as part of a government or 
non-profit housing program under the following guidelines: 

a. The program is restricted to qualified homebuyers on the basis of the household income 
of the homebuyer; and 

b. The income restriction for the homebuyer did not exceed 120% of the area median 
income as defined by the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development; and 
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c. The subsidy exceeds $5,000 or 5% of the development cost of the property, whichever is 
greater; and 

d. The homebuyer is restricted from selling the house at full market price for at least five 
years from the date of purchase. 

e. The Cook County Board shall determine whether a purchase assistance program is 
qualified under the provisions of this Ordinance; and 

3) Homeowner’s property must have an AV increase that exceeds 1 50 - % 115% of the current 
average AV increase for Class 2 properties in the assessment district where the property is 
located and a Fair Market Value (FMV) below $500,000; and 

4) H om e own e r’s annua l hous e hold incom e for th e y e ar of th e hom e own e r’s tri e nn i al as se ssm e nt 
do es not —e xc ee d — on e hundr e d an d— fift ee n — p e rc e nt — (115%) —e f th e— Chicago —P r i m a ry 
M e tropolitan Statistica l -Ar e a m e dian incom e as d e fin e d by th e Unit e d Stat es D e partm e nt of 
Housing and Urban D e v e lopm e nt; and 

5) For any triennial assessment cycle, homeowner did not cause a substantial improvement, 
which resulted in an increase of fair cash value in the property in excess of the $45,000 
allowance as set forth in the Illinois Property Tax Code (35 ILCS 200/15-180). 

SECTION 6. APPLYING THE EXEMPTION. 

(A) The Cook County Assessor shall: 

(1) Annually verify pot e ntial eligible homeowners; and 

(2) Provide to the Cook County Clerk the information necessary to calculate the exemption 
in accordance with the Ordinance. 

(B) The Cook County Clerk shall remove the exempt value from the calculation of the property tax. 

(C) The Cook County Treasurer shall state on the tax bill the amount of tax saved by the exemption. 

SECTION 7. ELIGIBILITY NOTIFICATION. 

Th e Ass e ssor shall notify pot e nt i a ll y e ligibl e own e r s- of r e cord of Clas s 2 prop e rt ies in Cook County of 
th e e xi s t e nc e of th e Longtim e Hom e own e rs Ex e mption Program for e ach tri e nnia l ass e ssm e nt cycl e 
within suffici e nt tim e to app l y. 

SECTION 8 7. APPLICATION. 

This Amended Ordinance shall first apply to the assessment district of the 2002 2003 tax year and to each 
assessment district thereafter. 

SECTION 9 8. REQUIREMENTS FOR DETERMINATION OF PARTICIPATION. 

Any taxing agency exercising the provision(s) in the Amended Longtime Owner-Occupant Property Tax 
Relief Act (35 ILCS 250, et seq.) shall: 
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(1) File a resolution or ordinance with the Cook County Clerk no later than the last Tuesday 
in December of the year for which the taxes are assessed; and 

(2) In any event that any taxing agency adopts eligibility standards or criteria which differ 
from those provided herein at Section 5, the taxing agency shall certify a list of parcels 
(Permanent Index Numbers) deemed eligible by the taxing agency to the Cook County 
Assessor no later than the last Tuesday in December of the year for which the taxes are 
assessed. 

SECTION 4# 9. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This Ordinance takes effect upon becoming law.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County is presently considering the possible reuse of 
the Old Cook County Hospital; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County has been advised by its Office of Capital 
Planning and Policy that the monthly cost to operate the Old Cook County Hospital, the Children’s

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO COOK COUNTY BOARD OF HEALTH ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the ordinance establishing the Cook County Board of Commissioners as the Cook County 
Board of Health and establishing the Cook County Board of Commissioners as the Cook County Board of 
Health and establishing the Cook County Department of Public Health was originally passed in 1943; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Public Health serves all areas of Cook County except those 
served by a health department certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health and also performs 
functions in areas throughout Cook County to the extent such functions are delegated to the Cook County 
Department of Public Health by the Illinois Department of Public Health; and 

WHEREAS, Chicago, Evanston, Oak Park and Skokie, as well as Stickney Township, are currently 
served by health departments certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health; and 

WHEREAS, revisions to this ordinance are needed to update references to State law which have changed 
since the Ordinance was initially adopted; and 

WHEREAS, revisions are also needed to better protect the residents of Cook County from new and 
emerging public health threats, such as Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome £SARS); and 

WHEREAS, the appearance of SARS and heightened concerns about the responses required by local 
health authorities to potential bioterrorism have resulted in the need to review the local, state and federal 
provisions; and 
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WHEREAS, the United States Centers ef for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) requested that all 
local health departments have in place SARS plans which include procedures for the rapid and effective 
implementation of measures such as quarantine, isolation of closures of premises as required for the 
protective of the public’s health; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed revisions provide clearer guidance and authority to the Cook County 
Department of Public Health with regard to immediate public health measures including the issuance of 
emergency regulations and including provisions for Board approval of Department regulations; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed revisions balance the need to protect the public with the need to provide due 
process to individuals who have or who may have been exposed to, dangerously communicable diseases. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED THAT,

Mission and Policy 

5-202. It is the mission and policy of this Board to protect and promote the health of the people 
of Cook County and to prevent disease and injury through the activities of the Department as described in 
this Ordinance. It is the further mission and policy of this Board to encourage appropriate collaboration 
between County, local, state and federal officials as well as private health promoting institutions. 

Jurisdiction

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Measures Ordered by Department 

5-207.(a) Issuance of Orders: Court Petitions. The Department may order measures it deems 
necessary to protect the public’s health including, but not limited to. an order requiring that a person or a 
group of persons be quarantined or isolated or that a place be closed and made off limits to the public. 
Such orders shall be issued with the consent of the person(s) or owner of the place affected or upon the 
prior order of a court of competent jurisdiction. If, in the judgment of the Department, immediate action 
is required to protect the public health, the Department may order, on an immediate basis without prior 
consent or court order, measures it deems necessary to protect the public's health including, but not 
limited to. an order requiring that a person or a group of persons be quarantined or isolated or that a place 
be closed and made off limits to the public, until such time as the condition can be corrected or the danger 
to the public health eliminated or reduced in such a manner that no immediate threat to the public health 
any longer exists. In addition to other circumstances in which such orders are appropriate, the 

Department may order that an individual be quarantined or isolated in order to prevent the spread of a 
dangerously communicable disease when an individual refuses or fails to submit to measures required by 
the Department in order to investigate whether a person is or may be infected with or capable of 
communicating a dangerously communicable disease. In the event of an immediate order issued without 
prior consent or court order, the Department shall, as soon as practicable thereafter, obtain the consent of 
the person or owner or file a petition requesting a court order authorizing the continuation of the order of 
the Department. Pending a court order on the matter, all Department orders shall remain in full force and 
effect until lifted by the Department. The Counts' shall make payment of reasonable attorneys' fees, if 
ordered by the Court, with respect to the representation of indigent persons who object to a Department 
order.

This 
supplemental award provided funding that supported the salaries and fringe benefits of two (2) domestic 
violence court victim advocates from the Hull House Association as well as one (1) civil staff attorney 
from Life Span Center for Legal Services and Advocacy. The Hull House advocates and the Life Span 
civil attorney provided services to high-risk victims of domestic violence under the existing Target 
Abuser Call Victim Assistance Program that currently funds two (2) TAC victim specialists. The total 
amount for the subcontractors is $63,695.00. The additional $89.00 of the supplemental award covers the 
increased audit cost as a result of the additional award. There is no match commitment for this 
supplemental award.

Chairman Butler called on the first Developer, Edmund C. Woodbury, McCaffrey Interests. 


Commissioner Maldonado asked what the cost to Cook County would be for rent or lease space on an 
annual basis. 

Edmund Woodbury of McCaffrey Interests stated that in the example that was used the rent came to 
slightly under $16.00 per square foot. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked for the amount for 300,000 square feet. 

Edmund Woodbury stated that it would be $4.5 million per year for the holding period; which is the five 
year period or the 30 year period. Mr. Woodbury further stated that at the end of the five year period it 
would have to be paid off by the construction loan. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked whether the calculation would be different after five years. 

Mr. Woodbury stated that he would get the information to the commissioner. 

Commissioner Steele asked what would the approximate balloon cost be after the fifth year. 

Mr. Woodbury responded that the cost would be approximately $50 million, and that he would supply the 
information to the commissioners. 

Commissioner Steele asked whether the other hospitals in the area would be interested in renting space if 
Cook County were to follow the recommendations of McCaffrey Interests. 

Edmund Woodbury stated that he has not checked with the other hospitals, but it would be possible. 

Commissioner Collins asked Michael LaMont what the County currently pays for square footage for the 
same amount of space and could the County meet the need for space. 

Michael LaMont stated that in terms of space the range is 350,000 to 400,000 square feet. He stated that 
a cost estimate of that building had not been done; there are, however, older cost estimates from years 
ago. 

Commissioner Collins stated that before a decision is made she would like the County to do a cost 
comparison in terms of present need/plans for additional space versus the cost were the space to be 
offered by the developer. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked what happens if the County proceeds with trying to save the building and 
the County Board decides that they don’t want to replace the Fantus Clinic. 
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Joe Antunovich of Antunovich Associates, stated that the campus would be designed from the inside out. 
He also stated that a needs analysis would need to be conducted first. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked what Mr. Antunovich would do with the nurses’ building if the Cook 
County Board decided to not replace it. 

Mr. Antunovich stated that the needs go beyond the capacity of the administration building. He further 
stated that his firm would form a team with Cook County to determine those answers together. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding the issue of land coverage under the Illinois 
Medical District Plan Unit Development, Mr. Antunovich stated the following: His firm was made aware 
of a letter submitted by the group that planned the hospital campus in 1998. This letter stated that in 
response to questions about open space from the City Planning Department, the County was in violation 
of the site and that the County had exceeded the 40% maximum land coverage called for in the plan 
development. Mr. Antunovich stated that the County consultants responded that the County was indeed 
over the 40% limit and that under the current plan the County was at 45%. This meant that the 
recommendation would be to take down the old Cook County Hospital, thus reducing the land coverage 
to 32% which would allow for future development of the garage and other things. Mr. Antunovich 
recommended that they look at the master plan that they put together which includes keeping the u-shape 
arrangement, and building the parking garage as planned for in the master plan and budgeted for it in the 
2004 Capital Budget. In conclusion Mr. Antunovich stated that their proposal conforms not only with the 
Illinois Statute for uses, but the City Planned Development requirements for land coverage which has less 
land coverage than the 40% maximum building build-out that is called for in the plan development. 

Commissioner Hansen asked whether there is a significant advantage in the developer undertaking a 
project like this rather than the County. 

Edmund Woodbury stated that the tax credits are the primary benefit to the County. The County could 
save $13.6 million. The second benefit is economy accrued. 

Commissioner Hansen asked Michael LaMont whether the $50 million figure was accurate for building a 
new administration building. 

Mr. LaMont stated that according to the 1998 study, to remodel 321,000 square feet of building was 
projected to cost $49.7 million. At that time the cost projected for a new building of 236,000 square feet 
was $40.1 million. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what the advantage is of dealing with the project entirely medical as 
opposed to another configuration. 

Mr. Antunovich stated that it meets the goals of the Illinois Medical District Act that was passed for the 
Medical District Campus. It also meets the City of Chicago guidelines that the site be used primarily for 
medical uses. 

In response to Commissioner Daley’s question regarding what the cost would be for a new Fantus Clinic, 
Mr. Antunovich stated that the full development cost would be $48 million for the replacement of the old 
Fantus Clinic. 

Commissioner Daley asked whether, under the lease, the $4.5 million includes real estate taxes. 

Edmund Woodbury responded no, because it would be a triple net lease. 
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Commissioner Peraica asked whether Cook County would be able to receive the proper zoning were the 
old Cook County Hospital not demolished, but instead adapted for reuse. 

Mr. Antunovich responded in the affirmative; the proposal illustrates the necessary compliance. 

Commissioner Murphy asked if they were to go forward with the project how soon would they begin. 

Edmund Woodbury stated that the starting point for a project like this is to do a purchase and sale or lease 
agreement with the County and then a 24-month schedule would be outlined. The facility would be 
available as early as 2006. 

Chairman Sims asked the developers why they want to do this project. 

Edmund Woodbury stated that from his perspective as a citizen this is a very significant building in the 
City of Chicago. His firm has already worked on other significant buildings in Chicago and there is no 
reason why the Cook County Hospital should be demolished. Further he stated that it can have a useful 
life into the future. 

Vice Chairman Butler asked if there is any profit margin for the developers. 

Edmund Woodbury responded yes. He stated that there are fees associated with doing the development. 

Mr. LaMont asked approximately how much is factored in for the exterior of the building. 

Mr. Antunovich stated that they had a general contractor who is experienced; with the addition of the 
facade around the wings they would be spending approximately $10.5 million in the repair, restoration 
and replacement of the windows. The enclosure of the building, not including the roof, would cost $10.1 
million in hard construction. 

Mr. LaMont asked whether the cost included a critical inspection of the facade. 

Mr. Antunovich stated that they have done a visual study of the outside of the building, and the results of 
the estimate bore out their inspection. 

Mr. LaMont stated that the cost of a critical inspection of the old Cook County Hospital is very high 
because drops must be done on every square inch of the building. Some of the critical inspection has 
begun in the northeast corner in response to the City of Chicago’s complaint against Cook County. Mr. 
LaMont stated that if the County does not respond to the City of Chicago by March 31, 2004, the building 
must come down. The City of Chicago would require the County to do a critical inspection of the facade. 

Mr. Antunovich stated that the costs are included for the critical inspection. 

Vice Chairman Butler proceeded to call upon the Alexander Company to make their presentation. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked whether the capital development plan includes a new Fantus Clinic or a 
new office medical building. 

Mr. LaMont responded that it does not include a new medical office building; it includes funding for the 
redevelopment of Fantus Clinic at its current location. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked the cost of the redevelopment of the Fantus Clinic. 
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Mr. LaMont stated that it is in the range of $35 to $40 million. 

Commissioner Steele asked David Vos of the Alexander Company, to explain what he means by a 
“mortgage and note”. 

Mr. Vos stated that they would lease the land itself from Cook County. The building itself would be 
purchased by the Alexander Company and then the County would finance the building for them, which 
means that the money would be given to Cook County 30 years from now when the balloon is due. The 
Alexander Company would be giving the County 10% of the cash flow so that any funds that come out of 
the project through cash flow would be used to help retire the interest that would accrue over the 30 years. 

Commissioner Steele asked what is the intended use of the buildings. 

Mr. Vos stated that the buildings would be used for medical offices and residences that would be made 
first available to people who work in the hospitals and in the medical buildings in the district. 

Commissioner Steele asked how much revenue would be generated. 

Mr. Vos stated that some of the units would be affordable and some market rate. The price range would 
range between $831.00 and $1,200 fora one bedroom, and between $989 and $1,600 fora two bedroom. 

Vice Chairman Butler called on FIASA Corporation to make their presentation. 

Chairman Sims asked the developer why he wants to do this project. 

Ed Bowe, of HASA Corporation, stated that he believes in historic restoration and the reuse of properties 
that are not so distressed that they cannot be adaptively reused. Fie also thinks that it is potentially 
economically a gain for his company. Fie noted that others will be investing with him. 

Vice Chairman Butler called on Town & Country Utilities to make their presentation. 

Chairman Sims asked the developer why he wants to do this project. 

Tom Volini of Town & Country Utilities stated his motivation derives from the fact that four of his close 
family members have spent about 40 years working in the old Cook County Hospital building. 

Commissioner Steele asked Mr. Volini if he expects the County to come up with any funds for the 
project. 

Mr. Volini stated that his proposal states that Cook County would be the owner, developer and occupant. 
The County would charge either the doctors or themselves $22.00 per foot for the offices, and $10.00 per 
use for the parking spaces. The County’s yield would be $5.00 per parking space and $11.00 per square 
foot per net lease able square foot on the commercial and the offices. 

Mr. LaMont stated that a large part of the financing of this project, whether it be by the County or a 
private developer, is from the revenue stream from the expansion of the parking garage. 

Mr. Volini stated that the attributable revenue is the commercial and office parking yield which is 
$835,850 and the hospital parking yield that he is projecting according to a formula of 1,632 parking 
spaces at $10.00 times one half times 365, which computes to $2,978,400. 
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Mr. LaMont stated that the County already obtains a parking revenue stream from the existing parking 
garage, and were it expanded, regardless of whether there is any development of the building, there would 
be a revenue stream that the County would receive. 

Mr. Volini stated that the County’s funding and the mission present a great opportunity. 

Mr. Volini stated that the two existing strips of parking, approximately 520 and another 1,600 potential 
spaces, are required to serve the existing hospital even without renovation. 

Vice Chairman Butler called on the final developer to make their presentation, Prism Development 
Company. 

In response to Commissioner Steele’s question regarding whether ambulatory care at the Fantus Clinic is 
included in the plan, Daniel Coffey of Prism Development Company, responded no. He stated that his 
firm is providing the County the opportunity to build on top of the garage. The garage itself would be 
strengthened and the area on top could be developed for what ever the County needs. 

Commissioner Steele asked for the total development cost. 

Mr. Coffey stated that the total development cost was $1.7 million, but the value was $120 million total. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked whether the only financial commitment required from the County would be 
the cost of environmental abatement and demolition of various buildings. 

Jon Rodgers of Prism Development Company, stated that Prism Development Company is looking for the 
County to pay for the environmental remediation for all of the buildings that have been discussed, 
including the following: Cook County Hospital, the wings, powerhouse, the eight story children’s 
hospital and the other associated buildings. Mr. Rodgers further stated that his firm would pay under the 
bond the tax-exempt, non-recourse bonds and for all demolition costs.
